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January 15 To Most Farmers Looms 
Jls Income Tax Day, Not March 15 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—MV- 
By ROBERT E. GE1GER. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. SI.-VPV- 
lanuary 15 is an important date 
fcr farmers. It's income tax pay- 
ment day for most of them. 


(It IB also one of four install- 
ment payment dates for millions 
of other persons who were requir- 
ed to file declarations of estimat- 
ed income for 1948.) 
Farmers are the only group of 


taxpayers permitted to wait until 
after the end of the year to file 
their declaration of estimated In- 
come for that year. At the same 
time, having 
watted 
and 
not 
having made any previous install- 
ment payments, they have to pay 
all estimated 1948 tax in a lump 
•um by Jan, 15. 


Uncle Sam then permit* the 


farmer ;o wait until march 15— 
like every one else—to flic his In- 
come tax return and settle up 
any difference not accounted for 
In the Jan. 15 declaration and 
payment. 
However, if the farmer chooses 
to file his regular Income tax re- 
turn and pay up he amount due 
on or before Jan. 16, ho is all 
washed up with his Income tux 
worries for the year and doesn't 
have to file a declaration at all. 
• If the farmer's business year 
does not start Jan. 1, then he can 
wait until 15 days after the end 
of his business year to file his 
declaration 
of estimated income 
and pay the amount estimated to 
be due. 
Since most farmers operate on 


n calendar year basis, however, 


P'>r4<Jan. 15 is the date for them, and 
'" 
this year it has extra importance 
because of changes in the tax law. 
Important changes Include these: 
1. The Internal revenue bu- 
reau has new rulings concerning 
•ales of lives.ock considered cap* 
Hal assets.

"split Income"

4. Taxpayers with Income of 


more than $3,000 now may enter 
a deduction equal to 10 per cent 
of their Income, up to $1,000, for 
such things as Interest, con-ribtt- 
tlons, taxes and other deductible 
Items. They may do this without 
itemizing deductions. Heretofore 
the limit was $500. (They still may 
list deductolons and claim the 
full allowable amount If this Is 
greater than 10 per cent.) 
As for rulings on livestock sales 


a farmer's bulletin Issued by Cor- 
nell University says: 


The taxpayer is allowed, under 


some circumstances, to list 
the 
sale of dairy, breeding or wcrk, 
stock as the sale of a capital as- ; 
set. As such, only one-half of the 
gain, or profit, usually is taxable. 
Instead of all the gain. 
Here are the requirements: 
The farmer must have had the 


animal or animals for mure than 
six months. 
The animals must 
have been In use for dairy, breed- 
ing or work purposes at the time 
of sale. 


Also, the &ale must have reduced 


the normal size of the herd, or 
made room for replacements 
to 


change the quality or breed of the 
herd. 


Of course the farmer may have 


had losses on other capital Items 
—such as machinery or buildings 
—that are greater than his profits 
on the cows. 


In that case the gains and the 
losses may be balanced, or par- 
tially so. But technicalities and 
legal definitions may 
complicate 
the situation. If the farmer has 
a major problem of this sort he 
may save money by consulting 
his county agent or a farm tax 
authority.
